WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday offered to 
support a. neutral Afghanistan if the 
Soviet Union withdraws from that 
southwest Asian nation. 

Carter's comments, in response 
to a letter from ailing Yugoslav 
President Josip Bros Tito asking 
for continued detente, followed an 
apparent offer by the Soviet Union 
to withdraw "as soon as all forms of 
outside interference directed 
against the government and people 
•of Afghanistan are fully ter- 
minated." 

An administration official said 
Carter -"reaffirms that the U.S. did 
not interfere in the internal affairs 
of Afghanistan and that with the 
.prompt withdrawal of all Soviet 
' troops from that country, the U.S. 
would be willing to join in a 


guarantee of true neutrality and 
non-interference' In Afghanistan’s 
internal affairs." / 

The source said that a guarantee 
of neutrality would involve, in addi- 
tion to the U.S., Afghanistan's 
neighbours — Iran, Pakistan, and 
the Soviet Union. 

The Afghan government, 
meanwhile, announced yesterday 
that those responsible for rioting In 
the capital, Kabul, would be dealt 
with by process of law, Kabul Radio 
said. 

' Pakistan radio reported last 
night that Kabul was tense and un- 
der heavy military guard. - 
Authoritative sources in 
Islamabad said Afghan and Soviet 
troops were engaged in mopping- up 
operations on Monday and that they 
believed mass arrests were being 
made.

For the first time in the more 
than six weeks of Tito’s hospitaliza- 
tion, a portrait photo of the 67-year- 
old leader was displayed on the 
Belgrade evening television news 
programme.

MANCHESTER, New Hampshire. 

— New Hampshire voted yesterday 
in the first full-dress U.S. presiden- 
tial primary of 1980, a contest that 
could cripple Democrat "Edward 
Kennedy's White House ambitions 
and create a new Republican 
front-runner. 

The skies were sunny, the 
.temperature cold but bearable and 
election officials predicted a record 
turnout In the primary that 
traditionally gives Americans their 
first firm indication of how the 
political winds are blowing In the 
battle for the presidency. 

■ Kennedy fielded an army of 1,600 
young volunteers to bring his sup- 
porters to the polls and avoid a 
drubbing in his native New England 
at the hands of ‘U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter. But the polls said Carter 
will win the Democratic primary by 
25 percentage points. 

- The Jerusalem Post learns that 
Frank Lautenberg, the retiring 
president of the United Jewish 
Appeal, has been appointed a 
special assistant to Carter's 
national campaign chairman 
Robert Strauss.

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Israel, Egypt linked by envoys 

Sadat extols peace Egypt ambassador 
at Cairo ceremony at Beit Hanassi

CAIRO. — Israel's first am- 
bassador to Egypt. Eliahu Ben- 
Siissar — the first permanent 
Israel envoy ever in an Arab capital 
— was accredited here yesterday 
as President Anwar Sadat broke all 
customary protocol to signify the 
historic occasion with a public 
statement hailing the peace. What 
is. normally a brief, routine 
ceremony turned Into a solemn, 
public reaffirmation and commit- 
ment by Sadat to the irreversible 
peace process, surprising even 
some of his aides. 

The magnificent 100-year-old Ab- 
din Palace in the heart of Cairo 
resounded twice to the sounds of 
'Hatlkva and the Egyptian national 
anthem played by the presidential 
guard's military band on Ben- 
EHssar's arrival and departure, 
and even tough-looking Egyptian 
security officials failed to hide their 
emotion. 

Presenting his letter of credence, 
-signed by President Yitzh&k Navon 
and Prime Minister and acting 
Foreign Minister Menahem Begin, 
Ben-Elissar addressed Sadat In- 
Arabic, "Sayid el-rais," Mr. Presi- 
dent. Then came the big surprise. 
Sadat moved towards the battery of 
TV and press cameramen to show 
them the first Israel ambassador's 
credentials and make his prepared 
statement. 

Visibly moved, he opened by say- 
ing, "This is a historic day. Today 
we are opening another new 
chapter in the history of our 
nations. It is a living symbol to our 
firm determination to live together 
in peace and harmony, and new 
evidence of our common belief In 
the oneness of the destiny of man. 

“This step on the long road to 


■ peace does justice to our glorious 
heritage and great tradition of 
tqlerance and fraternity. We are 
quite aware that, in order to rekin- 
dle the torch of hope In our hearts 
and minds, each and every one of us 
must lay a brick in the structure of 
peace. We are determined to do 
that. 

"Let us vow to put an end to all 
suffering and misery. Let us vow, 
on this historic occasion, to com- 
plete our sacred mission and make 
the peace process Irreversible. Let 
every one of us light a candle of un- 
derstanding and compassion. 

"With God's help we shall over- 
come." 

Ben-Elissar, told earlier by the 
Egyptian chief of protocol that 
there would be no speeches at the 
ceremony, replied with a brief off- 
the-cuff address, praising Sadat's 
courage and vision which had made 
the peace "unavoidable." But he 
had prepared a reference, “ap- 
propriate for this historic 
moment." to the Jewish sage 
Malmonides, who lived in Egypt in 
the 12th century. Referring to him 
by his Arabic name, Mussa ibn 
Malmun. Ben-Elissar recalled and 
he used to open all his letters and 
speeches with the Arabic phrase 
bism 'illah — rah eUalamin. (In the 
name of God — Lord of the un- 
iverse). Sadat and Prime Minister 
Mustapha Khalil smiled and nodd- 
ed in approval. 

After reporters had left the 
richly-ornamented conference 
room. Ben-El issar conferred for 
about twenty minutes with Sadat, 
Khalil and the head of the presiden- 
cy, Hasson Kamel.

Begin’s worry at U.S. arms 
for Egypt ‘astonishes’ Sadat

Post Mid-East Affaire Editor 
CAIRO. — President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday praised Israel’s first am- 
bassador to Egypt, Dr. Eliahu Ben- 
Ellssar, as "the right man for the 
right position in the right moment.” ■ 

Sadat's words were seen as an 
attempt to silence a Cairo press 
campaign attacking Ben-Elissar 
for defending the Israel 
government's settlements policy on 
the West Bank. 

Sadat, speaking at a press con- 
ference for Israeli newsmen and 
Egyptian TV and radio, said, after 
Ben-Elissar presented his creden- 
tials, "I assured Ell that he was the 
right man for the right position in 
the right moment." 

But he criticized Premier" 
Menahem Begin for expressing 
Israel's concern over Egypt's quest 
for U.S. arras supplies, saying in 
answer to a question that he had 
been "astonished" to learn of the 
premier’s position. “This attitude 
belongs to the past," when Egypt 
and Israel were still at war, Sadat 
said. 

The Egyptian leader said that 
Israeli officials must see that they 
do not feed local opposition with 
bilateral conflicts on which to 
capitalize. 

Sadat described the presentation 
of diplomatic credentials by the 
former head of Begin 's office as a 
great event marking "the in- 
auguration of an eternal monument 
for peace ... a great day ... a warm 
beginning of good neighbourly 
relations" between the two coun- 
tries. ’ 

Sadat twice noted during the 
press conference that the establish- 
ment of diplomatic relations 
between the two countries was not 
subject to any restrictions. Since be 


Autonomy talks will resume today 


THE HAGUE (UPI). — The U.S., 
Israel and Egypt today begin the 
second round of Intensified 
negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy with the participation of 
President Jimmy Carter's special 
representative for the Middle East, 
Sol Linowitz. LinowiLz participated 
in similar talks in Israel nearly four 
weeks ago, at which little progress 
was reported. 

The Israeli team is headed by 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, while 
Premier Mustapha Khalil leads the 
Egyptian negotiators. The sessions 
will take place at a luxurious 
seafront hotel near here. 


In Paris, meanwhile, Butros 
Ghail, Egypt’s minister of state for 
foreign affairs, said that the talks 
should be halted If they failed to 
produce substantial results by the 
May 26 deadline date. 

Ghali said that Egypt had 
respected the February 26 deadline 
set for the exchange of . am- 
bassadors. 

"We hope that May 26, the other 
important date in the peace 
process, will make it possible to 
hold elections on the West Bank and 
in Gaza" to give birth to a Palesti- 
nian homeland.

President Yitzhak Navon and 
Egypt’s ambassador, Sa'ad Mor- 
tada. both stressed their countries' 
“faithful adherence" to .the letter 
and spirit of the peace treaty at the 
ceremony marking the envoy’s 
presentation of credentials yester- 
day. "This meticulous fidelity,” 
said Navon, “might well serve as 
an example to others." 

Mortada pledged that Egypt 
would "continue to adhere to all her 
obligations in accordance with the 
letter and spirit of these 
agreements, with the aim of 
strengthening peace and es- 
tablishing good neighbourly 
relations." 

Navon spoke of “the problems we 
shall have to solve," and of the dif- 
ficulty of achieving "further 
agreements with other countries in 
our region." But “many things that 
seemed impossible yesterday are 
now natural and self-evident." the 
president observed. “What seems 
hard to achieve today may be at- 
tainable tomorrow, if the open- 
mindedness and ardent desire for 
peace that animate President Sadat 
and our own Prime Minister Begin 
will also inspire the other leaders in 
the area.” 

Mortada sought “to reiterate the 
position of Egypt which derives 
from her Arab and Islamic respon- 
sibilities, as well aa her commit- 
ment to the principles of the UN, 
non-alignment and African unity." 
He. too. spoke of “the difficulties 
that may lie in store," and he, too, 
invoked "constructive 

dialogue.. .mutual trust," as the 
means of eventually achieving "ful- 
ly normal relations between our 
two countries." 

Mortada referred to the peace 
treaty as "restoring peace and 


stability, and legitimate rights to 
all parties, first and foremost the 
right of the Palestinian people to a 
free and secure life. 

"In this way." he continued, "we 
shall be able to set a good example 
of peaceful co-existence between 
the people or Israel and the Arab 
peoples of this region, removing the 
dangers that imperil their security 
and ensuring a comprehensive, just 
and lasting peace." 

Navon opened his remarks with a 
pointed reference to "the presiden- 
tial residence in Jerusalem." He 
called on "all peace-loving nations 
the world over .-..to express their 
practical support for our efforts to 
consolidate peace," and urged 
them not to take “any action that 
may injure this tender sapling that 
has just been planted In this 
bloodstained soil." 

The president also made mention 
of the "hundreds of thousands of 
Arab citizens of Israel who...enjoy 
complete freedom and equality of 
rights. I hope they will be able to 
make an important contribution to 
the strengthening of the bridge of 
peace which has now been erected 
between our two countries." 

The envoy spoke In Arabic and 
Navon in Hebrew, each address be- 
ing translated into the pther 
language. 

The addresses were much longer 
and of greater political content than 
Is usual on such occasions, and It 
was obvious that the two texts had 
beerr painstakingly prepared by the 
respective governments, with 
every phrase weighed for 
significance and nuance. 

Mortada seemed nervous as he 
strode into the president’s recep- 
tion room, flanked by Chief-of- 
Protocol Ya'acov Aviad, and

made the remark out 6f coHtext. it 
was difficult to tell whether he 
sought to assure reporters that 
Israel would enjoy the status of a 
friendly country, or to stress that 
there would be no connection 
between the newly-established 
diplomatic ties and the negotiations 
between the two countries on 
autonomy for the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

But Sadat did at one point urge 
Israel to cooperate in making 
further progress in the peace 
process. The two countries, he said, 
“must set an example" to en- 
courage other Arab countries to 
Join the negotiations for a settle- 
ment in the region. 

"We should not stop half-way," 
Sadat said, leaving no doubt that he 
would like Israel to advance its 1982 
withdrawal from the- rest of Sinai, 
and to conclude an agreement on 
the proposed autonomy for the West 
Bank and Gaza. 

Sadat indicated that a number of 
Arab governments were now 
awaiting a successful outcome of 
the autonomy negotiations to drop 
their opposition to the Israel-Egypt 
peace process. 

He revealed that on Monday be 
had received an envoy of an Arab 
leader, with a message that the re- 
cent pan-Arab gathering in Tunis 
had resolved that combating 
Egypt’s current autonomy moves 
"wofild harm the Arab cause." 

Sadat did not identify the Arab 
leader concerned, but well- 
informed sources here on Monday 
told The Jerusalem Post that Jor- 
dan's King Hussein had informed 
Egypt he was suspending active op- 
position to the autonomy 
negotiations, though not dropping 
his reservations about the Camp

While calling for ah explanation 
of Syrian moves in Lebanon, Prime 
Minister Menahem "Begin yester- 
day again declared that Israel has 
never considered attacking Syria or 
anyone else. 

The prime minister also 
reiterated Israel's desire for peace 
with Lebanon, and within Lebanon, 
while at the same time stressing 
Israel's moral commitment toward 
the Christian minority in that na- 
tion. 

In a far-reaching interview on the 
army radio’s evening newsreel, 
Begin questioned Syria’s motives in 
Lebanon. He asked — do they in- 
tend to turn Lebanon Into a Syrian 
protectorate, to establish a 'greater 
Syria?' Do they intend to attack the 
Christians? Or are they preparing 
an attack against Israel? 

Because these questions are un- 
answered, Begin insisted that 
Israel must stand on guard in order 
not to be taken again by surprise. 
He rejected the suggestion of a 


"pre-emptive step," saying that 
"we must be careful." 

•The prime minister expressed 
regret that the months of quiet and 
tranquillity in Lebanon have ceas- 
ed. citing the recent attack on the 
Beshir Jemayel family in Beirut in 
which eight people were killed. But, 
he said, this had no connection 
whatsoever with the peace treaty 
with Egypt. 

Begin again ' expressed 
willingness to go to Beirut to con- 
duct peace treaty negotiations, and 
he invited President Elias Sarkis to 
visit Israel. The prime minister 
emphasized that "we have no 
claims In Lebanon: we recognize Its 
territorial integrity." 

It was then that the prime 
minister referred to the Christian 
minority, saying that "we cannot 
conceive that a national or religious 
minority will be wiped out only 
because It is such- a minority." He 
said that the Crhrlstian minority in 
Lebanon faced thU) danger in the 
past — of actual extermination — 
"but we prevented this by the steps 
we took." 


‘Egypt’s autonomy position 
deviates from Camp David’

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday termed Egypt's position 
In the autonomy talks a "wide 
deviation from the Camp David 
agreements." In a radio interview 
on the occasion of the exchange of 
ambassadors. Begin denied, 
though, that the" autonomy talks 
were In "deadlock." The three par- 
ties, Israel, Egypt and the U.S., 
could still reach agreement by the 
May target date, he said, "if we all 
remain faithful to Camp David." 

Begin said the, Camp David 
agreements, painstakingly 
negotiated, advisedly defined the 
projected autonomous body as “an 
administrative council." For the 
-Egyptian side, therefore, to 
propose a body with legislative and 
constitutional powers was -“a decid- 
ed 'deviation from Camp David." It 
was a proposal "which* Israel can- 
not accept.. we hope to persuade 
the Egyptians that they are raising 
difficulties for the negotiations by 
deviating from Camp David." 

"Agreements," said the prime 
minister, "have got to be observed 
— just as we have both observed the 
peace treaty between us." 


Begin said the government was 
"thinking about" the problem of the 
legal status of the Jewish 
settlements on the West Bank. It 
would soon publish its decisions — 
and these would not contradict the 
Camp David agreements. 

The prime minister was 
moderate and circumspect on the 
question of American arras 
supplies to Egypt. "This is a 
problem of quantities and quality. 
It must be clarified in contacts 
between governments, not in public 
declarations." 

To an army radio interviewer 
who tried to press him on this issue. 
Begin answered firmly: “I have 
said it is 'a problem. That is 
enough." 

On the credentials ceremonies in 
Cairo and Jerusalem, Begin said, 
“This Is a special day in the annals 
of the two nations and of the Middle 
East." 

He continued: "Let us remember 
what passed between our two 
peoples in 31 years of hostility, five 
wars, bloodshed, widowhood, 
bereavement... 

"This is a good day, a nice day — 
both for the Egyptians and for us 
Israelis."

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sparks W. Bank strike

A general strike paralysed the 
West Bank and East Jerusalem 
yesterday as residents held a silent, 
non-violent protest against the ex- 
change of ambassadors between 
Egypt and Israel on “a black day 
for the Palestinian people." 

No incidents were reported dur- 
ing the strike, which was virtually 
total, although security forces were 
on the alert in case trouble arose. In 
the Gaza Strip the protest failed 
and most shops were open by mid- 
morning. 

Residents of both areas who are 
employed across the green line 
came to work as usual, a military 
government spokesman reported. 
The authorities often regard the 
presence or absence of workers as 
an indicator of the success or 
failure of a strike. 

In the West Bank and East 
Jerusalem the strike embraced 
shops, businesses, transport, 
schools, municipalities and- other 
Institutions. Vegetable markets 
were open In most places. 

The strike took place despite the 
absence of a number of leading 
West Bank mayors. They have been 
attending meetings in Amman of 
tbe Joint Jordanian-PLO com- 
mittee on the “occupied' 
territories" and most are expected 
home within the next few days. 

The call for tbe strike was issued 
last weekend' by the National 
Guidance Committee, a 22-member 
forum of FLO supporters in the ad- 
ministered territories. The body 
regularly organizes strikes against 
the autonomy plan and Israeli 
policy. 

An editorial In the pro-PLO East 


Jerusalem daily “As-Sha’ab" 
yesterday said that the residents of 
the Administered territories would 
not recognize the Egyptian flag fly- 
ing in Tel Aviv. It was “a day of 
shame," the paper said. “Al-Fajr” 
commented that the Egyptian flag 
"Is not the flag of the Egyptian 
people," 

The press and media In the Arab 
world yesterday also reacted angri- 
ly to the exchange of ambassadors, 
and there were strikes and violence 
in some capitals in the region. 

In Syria all traffic stopped in 
Damascus for five minutes at noon 
as a sign of protest. In Beirut there 
was a two-hour general strike in the 
predominantly Moslem western 
part of the city. Lebanese Premier 
Selim al-Hoss described the ex- 
change of ambassadors as "a sad 
day for all the Arabs." 

The Saudi newspaper “Al- 
Riyadh" warned that the Israeli 
embassy In Cairo "will become a 
den for espionage against the Arabs 
and Moslems." Jordanian 
newspapers called on the Egyptian 
people to raise Palestinian flags 
and to boycott Israel, and asked the 
West Bankers to increase their 
resistance to autonomy. 

In the Sudanese capital of Khar- 
toum police dispersed some 6,000 
students marching on the U.S. and 
Egyptian embassies to protest the 
normalization of relations between 
Egypt and Israel. 

An official statement Issued by 
the Sudanese Foreign Ministry ex- 
pressed "deep grief' over the ex- 
change of ambassadors and reaf- 
firmed Sudanese determination “to 
continue the struggle, along with its 
Arab brothers, against the Zionist 
enemy."

German leaders hail normalization 


BONN. — Leaders of both major 
parties in West Germany issued a 
joint statement on Monday welcom- 
ing the exchange of ambassadors 
between Egypt and Israel, calling 
on the “Palestinian organizations" 
to abandon the Palestine National 
Covenant and to end terror, and 
supporting the undivided status of 
Jerusalem. 

Signers included the chairman 
and candidate for chancellor of the 
opposition CDU-CSU, Franz Josef 
Strauss, the Bundestag speaker, 
Richard Stuecklen (Social 
Democrats), Social Democratic fac- 


tion chairman In the Bundestag 
Herbert Wehner, newspaper 
publishers Axel Springer and Gerd . 
Bucerius, and many others. 

The statement calls for "taking 
account of the rights and justified 
Interests of the Palestinians,” and 
urges the inhabitants of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip “to join 
the negotiating process." 

It ends by affirming that the es- 
tablishment of diplomatic relations 
“gives us an opportunity to re- 
emphasize our active support for 
peace and our solidarity with Israel 
and Egypt,” 


W. Bank IDF refusenik back in jail

TEL AVTV. — IDF soldier Dani 
Amir was sentenced yesterday for 
the third time to 35 days In jail by a 
military court for refusing to serve 
In the West Bank, a military 
spokesman said. 

Amir was one of 27 youths who 


sent a letter to Defence Minister 
Ezer -Welzman last year saying 
they would refuse to be posted on 
the West Bank because they op- 
posed the Israeli occupation. 

Amir was the first of the group to 
be drafted and has already served 
two 35-day sentences for disobeying 
orders to serve on the West Bank. 


Papers can replace all bagrut exams 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Starting this summer, 12th grade 
pupils will be allowed to write pro- 
ject papers in lieu of bagrut ex- 
aminations In compulsory as well 
as elective subjects, the Education 
Ministry announced on Monday. 

The decision, taken by the 
ministry's secondary education 
committee, reflects the findings In 


a recent study of high school pupils' 
attitudes to the matriculation. The 
study found that most 12 th grade 
pupils want liberalization of the 
exam system, rather than Its aboli- 
tion. 

The pupils will have to do the 
projects guided by a supervisor 
either from the school teaching 
staff or from a university. 


Teachers demand 13-22% pay hikes

TEL AVIV. — Teachers yesterday 
demanded wage Increases of 18 to 
22 per cent. They will present their 
demands to Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer, with whom they 
hope to meet today. 

The demands were worked out 
during a meeting of the Hlstadrut 
Teachers Union and the Association 
of Secondary School Teachers here. 


The meeting was held following the 
labour court's ruling which upheld 
their claim to the same allowances 
as those which were given to the 
engineers. 

Accordingly, they said, unlicens- 
ed teachers should get a 18 per cent 
increase, licensed teachers 16.6 per 
cent, holders of bachelors' degrees 
18.4 per cent, teachers with 
masters’ degrees 20 per cent, and 
those with doctorates 22 per cent.

Holders of foreign currency com- 
pensation accounts will not be 
allowed to take more than fSOO'out 
of the country either, but will be 
permitted to withdraw $ 1,800 more 
than other Israelis, in credit card 
use or travellers' cheques, for 
foreign travel. 

A citizen who returns from 
abroad with more than $500 worth 
oF foreign currency will have to ex- 
change the difference for shekels 
within a “reasonable period of 
time," which Sarig has tentatively 
defined as 30 days. 

An Israeli citizen will under no 
circumstances be allowed to give 
foreign cash to another resident of 
the country, or to sign cheques in 
foreign currency over to others.

Post Economic Reporter 
Haste and last-minute planning of 
the currency changeover from Urot 
to shekels have raised the fear — 
not denied by the Bank of Israel — 
that the elderly, tourists and new 
immigrants may become victims of 
error, confusion or even fraud. 

The currencies' 'names are 
printed on both old and new bills 
only in Hebrew. Thus someone un- 
familiar with the colours used here 
might look only at the numerals on 
the bills, and pay, for Instance. 10 
shekels instead of 10 pounds, or 
receive 10 pounds instead of 10 
shekels as change. 

In many countries; hills of equal 
value are printed In various sizes 
and colours, and a foreigner, might 
innocently believe this .to be the 
case in Israel. 

The centra] bank's currency 
director, Shmuel Aviezer, agreed 
yesterday that tourists might be 
confused during the three-month 
transition period, but was consoled 
that there are few tourists tMxtime 
of year. The Bank of Israel also an- 
nounced that it plana to print ex- 
planatory posters and put them' up 
at Ben-Gurlon Airport, for In- 
coming visitors to see. 

Aviezer said that every transition 
period is problematic, and asserted 
that three months was a relatively 
short time. He revealed that the 
bank had wanted to announce the 
changeover six months before Im- 
plementation, as was done under 

Ahmed Shukeiry, 
PLO founder, 
dies in Amman

Ahmed Shukeiry, founder and 
first chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, died In 
Amman yesterday, aged 72. .His 
death was announced in Beirut by 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat. 

Shukeiry, who was credited with 
coining the Palestinian slogan 
about “driving the Jews into the 
sea," died of cancer and partial 
paralysis. 

A lawyer, he organized the first 
Palestinian National Council out of 
which the PLO was born in 1964. 

Today's editions of the East 
Jerusalem Arabic newspapers will 
be full of paid notices mourning his 
death. His sister, who lives In 
Jericho, left yesterday for Amman. 
He is to be buried overlooking the 
Jordan River. 

A spellbinding orator who served 
at the UN as Saudi Arabia's and 
then Syria's ambassador In the ear- 
ly 1950's, the Acre-born Shukeiry 
founded the PLO with the backing 
of then Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdul-Nasstr. ' — • •• 

He headed the PLO until it was ' 
taken over by Arafat’s Fatah group 
after the humiliation of defeat by 
Israel in the 1967 war. 

Arafat broke the news of 
Shukeiry’s death before in- 
troducing two Palestinian 
terrorists recently freed from 
Israeli jails. 

The two — William Nassar and 
Mehdi Bselso — were released last 
Friday In exchange for Amina Muf- 
ti, an Israeli woman who had been 
in Palestinian hands here for six

The 
local labour component that the 
Italians would order was 314.3m., 
as compared, with $21m. that the 
South Africans would have wanted.

"Ya'itcov Aytad on the way. Accompanied by a half- 
‘ .dozeh jUdes. Mortada walked past flagpoles bearing the 
pr eai denttrtbannrir and the national colours of Egypt 
and Israel, doming to attention as the Israel Police 
Band; played the Egyptian anthem and an Air Force 
honour guard stood at attention. 

7 - .Standing across a Persian carpet from Navon. the 57- 
' year-old ambassador spoke in Arabic to the president, 
/who responded In Hebrew. Their, words were read in 
translation by Kama! Manaour , the president's adviser 
on Arab affairs. The only witnesses to the event, aside 
from Foreign Ministry Director-General Yosef 
Clech&nover and his aides, were over ISO reporters and 
photographers, competing for a good view. 

Mortada presented Navon with his letters of credence 
from Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 


"Great and- good friend," Sadat wrote to the presi- 
dent. "Desirous of beginning good relations between 
our two countries, Z have selected Mr. Sa'ad Eddln 
Hamdi Mortada to be my .ambassador extraordinary 
and.- plenipotentiary; Having already had ample ex- 
perience of Mr. Sa'ad Eddin Hamdi Mortada's talents 
and zeal for my service, I doubt not that he will fulfil the 
Important' duties of hia embassy in such a manner as to 
merit year ceBency’s approbation and esteem, and to 
prove himself worthy of this new mark of my con- 
fidence. I request that Your- Excellency will give entire 
credence to all that Mr. Mortada shall have occasion to 
co mm u n icate to you in my name, more especially, 
when he shall express to Your Excellency sincere 
wishes for ycmr happiness and for the prosperity of your 
country, (Signed) Your good friend, Anwar el-Sadat." 

Contrary to earlier reports from Cairo, the Egyptian 
ambassador did not present Navon, or the Foreign 
’Ministry, . with . an accompanying letter asserting 
-Egypt's refusal to recognise Jerusalem as Israel's 
’Capital, The Jerusalem Post has learned. 

The two conversed for nearly 20 minutes in Arabic, 
with Navon frequently- translating, into English, for 
Clechazxover's benefit.- The President told Mortada that 


he Is being received warmly and with open hearts by the 
people of Israel, and that he should bear that in mind 
during difficult phases of the new relationship. It will 
take lime. Navon added, to correct the erroneous image 
thnt each country has of the other. 

They sipped Turkish coffee and sampled petite fours, 
but hnd to be reminded by photographers to make a 
toast with their glasses of orange Juice. After bidding 
Navon farewell, Mortada stood for the playing of 
"Hatikva." 

"I had hoped that this day would come; I didn’t know 
what day or what year," Navon told reporters 
afterwards. "I knew it would be in this house, but I 
wasn’t certain that I would be here when It 

happened..;." 

Echoing the mood of many reporters, who were calm 
but cognizant of their having seen history In the mak- 
ing, Navon said: "I wasn't excited until this morning. 
After all. we knew this was the next step in the nor- 
malization process. But when you see it happening, it's 
another thing." 

Navon then met for nearly two hours with the 10 
Egyptian correspondents - who arrived here for the 
ceremony, and introduced his son Erez, who returned 
from school. Sal ah Mahmoud, a Cairo television cor- 
respondent, told The Post that the Egyptian news media 
had not yet decided whether to send a permanent cor- 
respondent to Israel. 

The ambassador later attended a reception in his 
honour at the King David Hotel, tendered by the 
Foreign Ministry. 

Robert Rosenberg adds: 

Some 2Q0 people gathered outside Beit Hanasai 
yesterday to see the arrival of the Egyptian am- 
bassador to Israel. Except for an Incident involving 
some right-wing university students, the heavy guard. 
Including mounted officers and volunteer policemen, 
had little to do at the scene. 

A small group of Hebrew University students, who 
identified themselves as members of the He rut Party 
cell at the university, shouted “Jerusalem is one, the 
capital of Israel" as the ambassador left President 
Yitzhak Navon. The police quickly moved to stifle the 

demonstration. 

Police grabbed a skullcapped American youth who 
shouted in Arabic that "there is no Palestine" as the 
ambassador returned to his car. 

"I happened to be In Jerusalem nearby," or "I was on 
my way to the grocery when I saw the crowd my 
chi l d r en wanted to see the horses," were among the 
comments made by some of the people who pushed up 
against the police barriers at the curb to see what one of 
them called "a moment of history."

People in Europe take It for 
granted that there are 80,000 
Israelis queuing up to settle there. 
Europeans also don't realize that 
it's always the same people here, 
jumping from hilltop to hilltop, 
when the news pictures flash on our 
TV screens. If I may be permitted 
to say In pain, as a friend, this 
policy Is shortsighted and does not 
keep the long-term view of Israel's 
peaceful relations with the Arabs in 
sight." 

Asked what chance the British in- 
itiative in amending Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 242 In the PLO's 
favour had of gaining general Euro- 
pean support, and especially the 
backing of Bonn, Blumenfeld said 
he' saw little prospect of that, for the 
time being at least. "It depends on 
how far you get on with the 
autonomy negotiations, and 
whether you. meet the May 
-deadline,- If ..the .negotiations . break 
down fiompietefyr then the British 
proposal may gain momentum in 
other capitals." He is convinced 
that if the British proposal (to 
amend resolution 242) comes before 
the European Parliament, it will 
not pass. 

He links the erosion of Israel's 
position to constant Arab pressure 
to recognize the PLO. "There are 
people who argue that Israels ac- 
tions in the West Bank, particularly 
in Hebron, indicate that it does not 
really want to make peace with the 
Arabs and that it is not serious 
about granting them autonomy,” 
he said.

Tensions in the NRP began to 
mount from the time the coalition of 
young leaders came into- being. 
Lamlfne strongman Rafael Ben- 
Natan claims it is an attempt by the 
young guard to take over control of 
the party and oust Burg from 
leadership. 

This Is denied by the young 
guard, who intimate- that they

Levy will seek housing 
funds for Reform kibbutz

Construction and Housing 
Minister David Levy yesterday told 
young Reform Jews that he would 
try to find money for building more 
homes In their Arava kibbutz, 
Yahel, and for establishing their se- 
cond kibbutz io knu to the north. 

Levy met with the settlers in his 
office. He was unable to attend the 
groundbreaking of Yahel Bet on 
Sunday, because he had to attend a 
funeral. 

Kibbutz Yahel has a population of 
about 70, but is short 16 housing un- 
its. The second kibbutz was planned 
because the first couldn’t accom- 
modate all the applicants, but its 
founders have been told there are 
no funds for housing. 

Over 120 would-be settlers — 70 
veteran Israelis and the rest Im- 
migrants from Holland, Australia, 
England and South Africa — signed 
up for Yahel Bet. They hope to set 
up light Industry in addition to 
growing dates, mangoes, onions, 
peppers and grapes. 

■Meanwhile, the government’s 


settlement policy of ‘.’building up 
Judea and Samaria at the expense 
or the Galilee and the Arava,” was 
attacked on Monday night by Rabbi 
Alexander Schindler, a leader of 
Reform Jewry and former chair- 
man of the Conference of

In the last 32 years, Arab 
governments had violated every 
conceivable universal treaty, con- 
vention. charter, principle and re- 
quirement in relation to Israel, 


Blum asserted. . 

"The explanation offered by 
them has been they regard 
themselves as being in a state of 
war with Israel," he said. "This, in- 
cidentally, has not prevented them 
from systematically violating the 
laws of war In respect of Israel.” 

At the outset, the council presi- 
dent, Peter Florin of East Ger- 
many, said the Israeli authorities 
had refused to allow the mayor of 
Hebron, Fahd Kawasxna, to accept 
an invitation to come to New York 
. to take part in the debate. 

In a letter to Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim, Blum said the pur- 
pose of Kawasma’s trip would be to 
lend support to Israel’s avowed 
enemies In their ongoings con- 
certed campaign of Incitement and 
vilification. 

The council agreed to meet again 
yesterday (10 p.m. Israel time).

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Rhodesian elections begin today 


SALISBURY (Reuter). — Tight 
security was clamped on Salisbury 
and other main cities yesterday as 
embattled Rhodesia feared for pre- 
independence elections that will 
create Africa's newest independent 
nation and possibly alter the power 
balance in the south of the conti- 
nent. 

Police manned road blocks 
around the capital and troops wear- 
ing steel helmets patrolled main 
-roads with machine-guns mounted 
on their camouflaged trucks in 
preparation for the vote beginning 
.today. 

> Soldiers in armoured cars have 
•“also been deployed around vital in- 
-■sta llations and television ajxd radio 
stations following a gigantic 
military call-up that will put around 
100.000 men into the field during the 
. -voting, which will continue until 
• Friday. 

- The election campaign has been 
marked by violence and intimida- 
tion in the tense atmosphere of a na- 
tion still reeling from a seven-year 

- bush war that cost over 20,000 lives. 
The ballot will be for the first black 

-.deader of an independent Zim- 
babwe, ending nine- decades of 


while minority supremacy in 
Britain's last African colony. 

Although nine black parties are 
vying for the 80 African seats in 
Zimbabwe’s first 100-seat parlia- 
ment, only three men are in the run- 
ning for power. 

These are outgoing premier 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa and the 
former allies who fought the bush 
war under the banner of the 
Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance: 
Robert Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo. 

Muzorewa yesterday warned of 
possible Soviet intervention in 
Rhodesia if the nationalist guerrilla 
leaders da not win the election. 

“If the elections do not turn out as 
the communists would like, we 
could expect to be invaded so that 
they could impose their will on us as 
they did the Afghans,” he said. He 
appealed to Western countries to 
"get up on their legs and say to the 
Marxists and communists: Your 
time has run out in this part of 
Africa." 

Meanwhile. Tanzanian President 
Julius Nyerere, angry and disturb- 
ed by what he describes as British 
attempts to rig Rhodesia's In- 
dependence elections, yesterday 


presided aver a hastily-called sum- 
mit of black Africa’s "front line" 
states in Dar Es Salaam. 

Nycrcrc, chairman of the front- 
line group which backs Mugabe and 
Nkomo. on Sunday made his 
strongest attack yet on Britain over 
its handling of the Rhodesia situa- 
tion. He told a news conference the 
elections would not be tree or fair. 
"The results that are going to be an- 
nounced by Governor (Lord) 
Soamcs are going to be rigged 
results," he said. In view of that, 
Tanzania would not recognize them 
if they failed to indicate a Patriotic 
Front victory, he said. 

In Geneva, the UN Human Righta 
Commission yesterday voted in 
favour of a strongly-worded resolu- 
tion demanding free elections in 
Rhodesia, despite objections from 
Britain and other Western coun- 
tries. The resolution was accepted 
by 33 votes with nine abstentions. 

The document said South Africa 
had played a diabolical role in the 
violation of human rights in 
Rhodesia and demanded that it be 
prevented from further meddllngln 
the country. 


UN commission gearings begin in Teheran 

Iranians tell a tale of terror under shah 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — Each 
mangled limb, each scar, each dis- 
figured face tells a story of ap- 
parent torture and beating by the 
secret police and random shooting 
' at street demonstrations by the 
former shah’s security forces dur- 
ing last year's Iranian revolution. 

Seme of the 200 or so Iranians 
who queued in the snow yesterday 
to give evidence to a UN commis- 
sion on the alleged crimes of the ex- 
monarch said they spent years In 
the shah's prisons. 

Others carried pictures of their 
sons and daughters who died, they 
-said, protesting against the shah's 
-regime, beaten to death In Jail or 
.gunned down in street 
-demonstrations. 


"W.e Jived near 24th Esfand 
Square, in' November 1978, when 
there were demonstrations outside, 
some soldiers burst Into our house 
and shot my son," said one man, his 
eyes red with tears at the memory. 

"I was arrested for possessing a 
photograph of Imam (Ayatollah 
Ruhollah) Khomeini. In prison the 
secret police attached electrodes to 
my testicles and tortured me," said 
a 23-year-old business graduate. 

Another man pulled up his 
trousers to reveal long, ugly scars 
on both legs which he said were the 
result of being burned with a solder- 
ing iron during a spell in prison in 
the central Iranian city of Isfahan.

Suspended sentence for Swiss mercy killing 


ZURICH (AP). — A 31-year-old 
Swiss tailor has received a suspend- 
ed jail term of 18 months for killing 
-his ailing girlfriend in what the 
court conceded was an act of mer- 
cy. 

The defendant admitted choking 
his friend to death after she launch- 
ed an abortive suicide attempt in 
May 1978. The woman, 48, had been 
suffering from fits of depression 
and pain following a hysterectomy 
after cancer was detected. Her 
friend cared for her with great 


devotion after the surgery, 
witnesses told the court. 

The state prosecutor called for a 
three-year sentence on a count of 
Intentional homicide, arguing that 
the act was "explainable but not ex- 
cusable." 

Six months before the woman's 
death, voters in the canton of 
Zurich passed by a 3-2 margin a 
citizen's Initiative urging legaliza- 
tion of mercy killing. The Swiss 
parliament has not taken any ac- 
tion on the issue as yet. 


he had his right hand shot off during 
a demonstration in the holy city of 
Qom and his left hand was severely 
mutilated when he fell, wounded, 
into a heap of burning tires. 

"I was a private In the army and I 
deserted when they ordered me to 
fire at a demonstration," said a 
young man with scars on his shaven 
skull and neck.

Some E. Germans query 
Soviet role in Afghanistan 


BONN (AP). — In a rare admission 
of problems. Bast Germany's state- 
controlled press bints that the Com- 
munist government is having trou- 
ble convincing some of its citizens 
of the wisdom of Soviet moves in 
Afghanistan. 

The Information Bureau-West, a 
private West Berlin organization! 
that monitors Bast Germany's 
news media, said several provin- 
cial newspapers have begun blam- 
ing Western propagandists for con- 
fusing the public about the Soviet 
Union’s aims in the southwest 
Asian nation. 

They also noted "a lack of 
clarity" among young Bast Ger- 
mans over the situation in 
Afghanistan, where the Soviets 
have dispatched between 70.000 and 
100,000 troops to shore up a Marxist 
government. 

The Magdeburg newspaper, 
“VolkastLmxne,” quoted one reader 
as saying she had "discussed, the 
situation (in Afghanistan) with 
many 'young people." She said 
some of them believed that 
Moscow’s well-meaning motives 
“could not be grasped.” 


In a related development, Gen, 
Evgeny IvanovskI, supreme com- 
mander of Soviet forces In Bast 
Germany, said over the weekend 
that "Imperialist circles" were us- 
ing the Afghanistan affair to en- 
danger peace. 

"Ncuea Deutschland," East Ger- 
many’s major Communist dally, 
quoted IvanovskI as saying the 
West was , using "the cover of a 
fabricated Soviet expansionism” to 
spur on a new cold war. 

Although references to "Jack of 
clarity" or an on-going debate 
hardly point to a grounds well of op- 
position within East Germany, they 
are noteworthy in a country where 
the press zealously supports all 
Soviet actions. 

Most of East Germany’s IS 
million people also have access to 
West German television and radio, 
which provide them with a source 
of uncensored news in their own 
language not available to citizens of 
most Communist countries. 

The East 1 German government 
has dispatched & large number of. 
technicians to help the Afghan 
regime of president Babrak Kar- 
in al. 
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A Soviet helicopter gunshlp circles over Kabnl as widespread un- 
rest against the Soviet army occupation beset the Afghan capital.

Surinam sergeants promise 
civilian government soon 


PARAMARIBO, Surinam (AP). — 
Disgruntled army sergeants who 
seized power In this South 
American nation are promising to 
appoint a civilian junta soon, to 
respect human rights, to honour 
Surinam’s treaties, and to keep 
hands off foreign Investments. 

Frustrated In their attempts to 
form a union and with their leaders 
facing jail as mutineers, the 
sergeants shot their way Into the ■ 
capital’s military headquarters on 
Monday, less than 24 hours after 
shelling the police station from a 
gunboat and setting itafire. 

They quelled resistance from 
police and some army officers In an 
eight-hour battle that left up to IS 
dead, according to reports In this 
capital, a river city of 100,000 per- 
sons. 

The fate of prime minister Henck 
Arron was not known, nor were the 
whereabouts of most of the 
ministers In his moderate National 
Party cabinet. 

Attorney-General Maurice de- 
Miranda was reported shot in the 
side after he resisted an attempt to 
arrest him. A radio announcement 


said those under arrest Included the 
army commander-in-chief, Col. Y. 
Elstak, and Justice and Police 
Minister S. Bardlatngh. 

The 800-man army includes about 
200 officers, along with 200-800 
sergeants and serge anta-maj or. - 

For years, the sergeants had 
complained of low pay, poor 
chances for promotion, and bad 
relations with the officer corps. A 
year ago, they began trying to form 
a union, and the conflict boiled over 
in the past tew weeks, when the 
non-commissioned officers went on 
strike and three of their leaders 
were , arrested. 

Leaders of the move were to have 
been sentenced yesterday, with the 
attorney-general recommending 
10-month sentences on mutiny 
charges. But the coup came first. 

The communique issued yester- 
day promised respect for - the 
democratic principles of the former 
Dutch colony, which became in- 
dependent under Arron’s 
leadership in 1975. The country, 
sandwiched between Guyana and 
French Guiana, has 450,000 
residents. 



Sakharov issues demand for trial 


-MOSCOW (Reuter). ■ — Banished 
Soviet dissident physicist Andrei 
Sakharov, In a statement released 
in Moscow, yesterday made a fresh 
call to Soviet authorities to put him 
on open trial. 

' The 58-year-old scientist said In 
his statement, read out by his wife, 
that he was ready to stand before 
an open court "knowing that in a 
just state only a court can deter- 
mine measures and form of 


punishment." .. 

Sakharov, a Nobel peace prize 
winner and focal point tor dia- 
sldence in the Soviet Union, was 
stripped of all sta{e honours ac- 
corded him for his scientific work 
and banished to the Volga city of 
• Gorky on January 22. 

He was officially accused of sub- 
versive activities against the state, 
but no' formal charge has been 
brought against him.

simply taken over adjacent land 
owned by the municipality, 
sometimes even obstructing roads, 
or ground reserved for widening 
them. The town's roads are far too 
narrow for ita needs, and parking 
space Is scant. Action to Improve 
the situation' is inadequate. The 
municipal betterment tax, which 
property owners are by law re- 
quired to pay at rates correspon- 
ding to the property's increase in 
value after development work by 
the town, remains largely un- 
collected. “The local town-planning 
committee is performing only a 
part of the duties with which It is 
charged and failed to enforce the 
building code." 


THE WATER department, too, has 
a poor record. It was late to ad- 
justing rates to rising costs so that 
the town was subsidizing consump- 
tion, and running up a deficit of 
millions. The quality of the water is 
not tested often enough. Open reser- 
voirs should have been replaced by 
a water tower long ago, but no ac- 
tion has been taken. The risk of 
bacterial Infection is acute, and 
Health Ministry Inspectors are dis- 
pleased. 

The records of the municipality's 
immovable property were to a state 
of neglect and their administration 
was not any better, but "to October 
1979. -after criticism by the Comp- 
troller, the municipality began tak- 
ing steps to record and supervise its 
immovable property." The plan- 
ning of purchases of materials and 
supplies of all kinds, the Issue of 
tenders, quantity and quality con- 
trol. registration and other 
atorekeeping functions are describ- 
ed as unsatisfactory. 

The municipality also gets bad 
marks for the way it plana and 
finances its development projects 
and deals with contractors. An 
amendment to the Municipality 
Law requires towns with a popula- 
tion of 30,000 and over to appoint its* 
own controller to keep Its house in 
order. None was to this day. 


THE REPORT makes sad reading. 
One would have thought that the 
Communist Party, haring won con- 
trol of the largest Arab town in the 
country, would have made an effort 
to set up a model administration, at 
least for the sake of propaganda. 
All it has produced is a run-of-the- 
mill maladministration.

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Profits of Union Bank 


rose 124% last year

TEL AVXV. — The Union Bank, a 
member of the Bank Leumi group, 
reported yesterday that profits for 
1B7B reached ILi58.4m. and. 
reflected a nominal gain of 124 per 
cent. The bank’s balance sheet total 
was IL51.6b.. compared with 
IL23.2b. a year ago. 

The gain In the balance sheet 
total was 121 per cent and thus 
reflected a real gain, when taking 
into account the 111.3 per cent rise 
In the cost-of-livlng Index last year. 

. In the year under review the 
bank's own capital means reached 
ILT39m.. compared with IL5l9ra. in 
1978. During the year the bank rais- 
ed no additional capital on the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange. 

Management reports that results 
were negatively affected by the li- 
quidity deficit fines incurred 
throughout most of the year. 
Furthermore, the bank allocated 
larger than usual sums for bad 
debts. The latter step was taken in 
the wake of the economic restraints 
imposed by the government. 

Foreign currency transactions 
were a contributor to the chief 
positive results achieved. There 
was a major expansion in foreign 
currency business relating to resi- 
dent and non-resident interests. 
Bank of Israel reports indicate that 
the Union Bank’s role in foreign 


currency transactions is con- 
siderably larger than its relative 
standing in the banking communi- 
ty- 

Union Bank, in consortium with 
Bank Leumi. is the dominant factor 
in the financing of the diamond In- 
dustry. A significant portion of 
profits are traceable to this activi- 
ty- 

Martin Mayer, the bank's manage 
ing director, told The Jerusalem 
pm I that in the current year there 
will be a further expansion of dia- 
mond trade financing. The bank 
will shortly open a branch In the 
new Diamond Exchange building. 
Another branch is located in the old 
building. 

With the expected opening of an 
additional branch this year the 
bank’s network will reach 25. 

Net earnings per share, under 
the assumption of full dilution, were 
IL1.07, compared with IL0.55 a year 
ago. The bank's board of directors 
will recommend at the annual 
meeting the payment of an U.5 per 
cent cash dividend, which will bring 
the annual total to 18 per cent. Last 
year the cash dividend was 16.5 per 
cent. In addition the payment of 35 
per cent bonus shares will be 
recommended. 

Url Menas he, general manager of 
Cargal Ltd., has just announced his 
agreement to his nomination to the 
bank’s board of directors. 


Business decries Patam rule

TEL AVTV. — The Manufacturers 
Association yesterday termed the 
Finance Ministry's restriction on 
transfers from one Patam account 
to another as “throwing a spoke In 
.the wheels of industry." 

■ (Patam Is the acronym for 
pika dan tofthnv mekomi, or “local 
residents' foreign currency ac- 
count".) 

The association spokesman 
pointed out that until now exporters 
and manufacturers who received 
-foreign currency payments would 
deposit them in their Patam ac- 
count. and when they had to buy 
raw materials in Israel or abroad, 
they simply transferred the funds. 


markets." the spokesman said. The 
restriction should be lifted at least 
for exporters who had to work in 
dollars, he added. 

The Federation of Israeli 
Chambers of Commerce yesterday 
sent telegrams to Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitx, to Bank of Israel 
Governor Amon Gafny and to the 
Minister of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism, Gideon Patt, protesting 
the ban on transferring funds from 
one Patam account to another. 

"This move will cost exporters 
hundreds of millions of pounds In 
useless expenses,” the federation 
said.

Israel Reinsurance Co, 
to float stock issue

TEL AVIV. — The Israel Rein- 
surance Company is planning to 
float an Issue on the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange in the near future, 
Shtomo Jannai, director-general of 
the company, told The Jerusalem 
Pont. This is the first time that the 
company is going to the public for 
funds. The sum of the issue cannot 
he divulged before the matter is 
submitted officially to the ex- 
change. 

"In non-inflaiionary times we 
would be able to generate sufficient 
capital for expansion from our own 
resources. However, in these In- 
flationary times, when more than 
80 per cent of the business is tran- 
sacted in foreign currency, and tax- 
es are paid locally, we have to 
finance our expansion through at- 
tracting new capital," he says. 

The company’s fiscal year ended 
on June 30, 1979, with profits of 
IL37.5zn. before tax and HdCzn. 
after tax. In the previous year the 
pre-tax profits were IL2i.5m. and 
after tax ILS .5m. 

Jannai points out that if the com- 
pany were located in Switzerland 
and its business had grown toy 10 
per cent, it would have been able to 
increase its paid-up capital by 10 
per cent out of profits. “But in 


Israel, if wc increased our profits 
by 120 per cent, we actually in- 
creased our profits in real terms by 
about 10 per cent, since the remain- 
ing no per cent increase is due to 
Inflation. Nevertheless, we have to 
pay a 65 per cent tax on the entire 
120 per cent, so not only cant we In- 
crease our capital out of profits, but 
taxes arc actually eroding our pre- 
sent capital. Therefore we have to 
go to the stock exchange to attract 
outside investors." 

Israel Reinsurance is steadily in- 
creasing its business from abroad. 
It In the 1978/78 fiscal year the com- 
pany picked up IL70im. in rein- 
surance premiums, only 23 per 
cent, or ILl63m., came from Israeli 
companies, and 77 per cent, or 
IL538m.. came from abroad. Hie 
year before it derived 30 per cent of 
its business from the local market, 
with 70 per cent coming from 
abroad. 

In the current year, Jannai says, 
the company expects local rein- 
surance premiums to drop to 15 per 
cent, .while foreign business will 
rise to 85 per cent. 

"Not that our ’local business is 
dropping, but our foreign business 
is increasing,” he says. However, 
he admits that Israel Reinsurance 
lost money on local business, while 
offsetting this by profits from 
abroad. 


Energy from cow manure

TEL AVIV. — Project “Nefeh" — 
turning cow manure into cooking 
gas and edible food — is now going 
commercial. Started five years ago 
based on an idea flr^t exploited 
some six thousand years ago in 
China. “Nefeh” has now proved 
that It Is economically feasible. 
This emerges from statements 
made yesterday by Joe Criden, of . 
Kfar Blum! head of the Research 
and Development Institute of the 
kibbutz movement, and Dr. Uri 
March atm, of Kfar GUadi, scien- 
tific director of the project. 

"Nefeh," the Hebrew acronym of 
nitcul psolet hoklait (utilization of 
agricultural wastes) during the last 
five years has gone from the 
theoretical through several pilot 
phases to the applied stage. Since 
the latter has proved practical, it is 
now moving into the commercial 
stage. 

"We are three or four years 
ahead of anyone else in the world/* 
Dr. Marchaim said. Interest has 
been shown by the American 
Department of Agriculture. Several 
buyers in France, Italy, and Spain 
have indicated that they are willing 
to buy both a plant (which will be 
manufactured here to the 


specifications of the importing 
firm) and the accumulated 
knowhow. Although the cost will 
vary, an average-size plant will 
cost about $ 200 , 000 . 

The project is based on the 
mechanised collection of cow 
manure from at least 150 cows (the 
break-even point for making the 
project worthwhile) and moving 
the raw material to a nearby plant. 

Here, the manure is exposed to 
bacteria which break it down Into 
methane gas. The gas can be used 
for cooking, powering plants (some 
of the gas is actually diverted back 
into the fermenting process) , and to 
make what is called “digested 
slurry." 

The ’’digested slurry" is 
odourless (the speakers refused to 
say if It was tasteless) and can be 
fed to cows or to pond fish. The 
maximum which can be fed to cows 
Is 20 per cent of their total food in- 
take: but In fish ponds the slurry 
can be 50 per cent of the feed. 

"When the system is further ad- 
vanced, we hope to apply it to the 
garbage of an entire city,” they 
said. They added that at Kfar 
Glladl, which had 600 cows, the 
project provides 25 per cent of the 
energy needed by the 700 kibbutz 
members and their machinery.

Prizes for Israeli 
art printing

U.S. gives $328m.

Diversification is key 
to success of Etz Lavud

TEL AVTV. — Etz Lavud, one of the 
country's ten largest companies, is 
currently reaping the rewards of an 
active diversification programme. 
At one time the company dealt 
mainly with wood products and 
laminates, but it Is now engaged in 
the assembly of heavy-duty trucks 
under a licensing agreement with a 
leading American manufacturer, it 
is also Involved In real estate 
development, furniture manufac- 
turing. medical equipment and 
aviation technology. 

Last week the company released 
its third-quarter results for the 
period ending December 31, 1979, 
which showed that sales soared in 
dollar terms by 135 per cent, to 
334.4m. (IL967.im.). Net earnings 
for the period came to $783,000 
(IL2i.4m.) , the equivalent of $0.45 a 
share. (IL12.57). 


For the thgee quarters sales rose 
by 93 per cent, to $74.Tm. (IL2.1b.), 
from $38.2tn. (IL709.5m.) a year 
earlier. Net earnings exceeded 
$2.1m. (ILW.lra.) or $ 1 . 2 $ per share 
(IL34.B6)," compared with $0.84 
(XL15.59) per share for the nine- 
month period a year ago. 

Noteworthy was the fact that 


Laser Industries, the company’s 
medical loser division, for the first 
time contributed to the group’s 
overall earnings. The truck division 
also made a significant contribu- 
tion to results. 

Etz Lavud's San Simon construc- 
tion project in West Jerusalem con- 
trlbuted $181,000 to profits. 
Management has told The 
Jerusalem Post that It expects ad- 
ditional and major profits from the 
project during the coming years 

The company’s wood products 
and plastic la m i n a te s division had a 
loss for the quarter as a result of the 
slowdown of sales in the local 
market. This development un- 
derlines the importance of the com- 
pany’s decision to' diversify away 
from the local market and to con- 
centrate on exports. 

Etz Lavud's shares are traded on 
the American Stock Exchange. Due 
to a recent government decision 
capital gains from the sale of 
shares of Israeli manufacturing 
companies whose shares are traded 
overseas are free of tax. 

Currently priced below $5 and 
based on an annual earnings es- 
timate of not less than $1.40 a share, 
the Etz Lavud securities are 
trading at a very reasonable^ 
price/earnings ratio of about 4. S

NEW YORK (AP). — The 
American Cancer Society, the chief 
U.S. backer of research on in- 
terferon. plana to more than double 
its support ' for the natural anti- 
virus. anti-cancer drug, the Society 
reported Monday. 

The cancer society said it has 
allocated $3. 4m. to expand 
preliminary teats of interferon 
against cancer. The tests were 
begun with a $2. 4m. grant two years 
ago. 

Dr. Saul Gusberg of Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine in New York, 
national president, said results ao 
far were "promising" but more 
work was needed to prove whether 
interferon is useful against cancer. 

Interf e ro n Is a natural substance 
made by cells infected by viruses. 

A factory is being built at the 
Weizmann Institute in Rehovot to 
produce interferon Ming recombi- 
nant DNA techniques. The plant Is 
scheduled to open later this year 


under the direction of biochemist 
Dr. Michel Revel of the Institute. '. 

At present, the world's main 
supply of interferon is the Finnish. 
Red Cross, which extracts it from 
white blood cells. 

At $150 for an average daily dose, 
and $80,000 or more tor a course of 
treatment, Interferon Is among the 
world's costliest drugs.

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The work of peace begins 

ALTHOUGH It might not have actually been the start of a ‘"new 
chapter” in their evolving relationship, yesterday's exchange of 
ambassadors between Israel and Egypt .surely signalled a ma- . 
jor new step on the road to peace jointly taken by the two ' 
neighbouring countries. 

Official rhetoric, in seeking to heighten the sense of the j 
dramatic, often dulls it. But a mere glance at last year's history 
books would disclose the magnitude of the distance travelled by 
the old enemies since they embarked on their peacemaking 
adventure. 

The ceremonies celebrated in Jerusalem and Cairo yesterday 
were truly revolutionary In nature, but it is Important to clarify 
in what sense. 

Dr. Eliahu Ben-Elisaar and Sa'ad Mortada are ambassadors 
of peace to the governments to which they are now duly ac- 
credited. Yet it would be foolhardy to expect that the messages 
they will be carrying from their own governments will uniform- 
ly be strictly amicable. While they may themselves prefer to be 
carriers of glad tidings of. harmony and goodwill, they may on 
more than a few occasions be forced to bear letters of discord 
and complaint. 

There would, however, be nothing unusual in this: indeed it 
would be the mark of normality itself. 

At the risk of repetition the point must be made that good- 
neighbourliness between sovereign states need not be confused 
with mutual acquiescence. Its true meaning is rather mutual 
readiness to acknowledge mutual rights, and to undertake to 
resolve all disputes by pacific means only. 

That is why forces in the Arab world to which the very ex- 
istence of Israel is still anathema went into mourning yesterday 

— and why they treated it as a day blacker than any since Presi- 
dent Sadat's arrival in Jerusalem over two years ago. 

Some of these troglodytes are to be found In Egypt itself, 
where they are also moderately free to sport their 
"progressive” colours. They have embraced the Palestinian 
cause not for Its own sake, which might be legitimate, but as a 
club to beat Israel — and today's Egypt as well. 

Their hero remains Gamal Abdul Nasser, whose fiery vision 
very nearly carried Egypt across the abyss. 

The late Egyptian leader is hero still for some of the 
Palestinians who closed their shops and went into the streets in 
East Jerusalem and in Beirut, too. They are disappointed in 
Anwar Sadat because unlike his predecessor, he is not willing to 
keep fighting the Palestinians' war to the last Egyptian soldier 

— and piastre. 

In their eyes, the present Egyptian leader has turned his back 
on his Arab country's Arab commitments. That is, of course, un- 
true, and Mr. Sadat’s recent haste In wrapping up the nor- 
malization package should not lead Israelis, including Premier 
Begin, into any illusion that this may durably be a separate 
peace with Egypt, after all. 

Failure in Cairo and Jerusalem to appreciate the limits of 
concession on the other aide might cause the peace more 
grievous damage than any direct rejectioniat assault. 

An open Egyptian threat to drag the Palestinian issue, if the 
autonomy talks are stalled, back into the United Nations, would 
only help raise the worst Israeli suspicions of Egypt's true inten- 
tions. 

At the same time Israel must not expect Egypt to settle on 
some vague and unworkable formula for the autonomy. 

The peacemaking process between Israel and Egypt is not yet 
ended. The exchange of ambassadors is in effect only a means, 
though a very powerful means, of boosting it. Reverses and 
even reversals cannot be ruled out. The only assurance against 
them lies in the determination of the two countries to allow 
nothing to stop them from reaching their goal.

'A 75- YEAR-OLD widow in a 
Beersheba retirement home had a 
decades-long wish fulfilled recent- 
ly, thanks to the intervention of The 
-Jerusalem Post 

Mrs. Rachel Bar- Zion, a third- 
generation sabra from a Jerusalem 
family, got the personal letter from 
i Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
which she had prayed to receive. 

Begin wrote Mrs. Bar-Zion on 
February 15, after The Post told her 
-story to the head of the Prime 
Minister's Bureau, Yehiel 
Kadishai. 

Mrs. Bar-Zion says that in 1948 
.she and her late husband Eliahu 
were the janitors at the Tel Aviv 
-Alliance School and had a tiny 
apartment on the school premises. 
The story of what happened there 
got to The Post through her younger 
Sister Margalit Nurenberg, who Is 
on the housekeeping staff of the 
Knesset. 

Rachel's moat vivid experience, 
Mrs. Nurenberg says, relates to 
arms hidden in her Janitor’s apart- 
ment by members of the Irgun Zvai 
Leumi. which Begin commanded. A 
runner had just brought In a couple 
of hand grenades to be picked up 
later that week. There was no time 
to stash them away, because to her 
dismay a unit of British soldiers 
turned up just then to search the 
premises. 

“ Rachel took her youngest Infant, 

. sat down in her feeding chair with 
the grenades in the swaddling 
. clothes, bared a breast and began 
' feeding the baby. The soldiers were 
.not brazen enough to interfere with 
her,” Margalit Nurenberg told The 
Post. 

Begin wrote in his letter that she 
was apparently referring to Fessaji 
1948. when the Irgun Zval Leumi 
made the Alliance School its 
forward headquarters In the battle - 
to liberate Jaffa. "I" met you and 
your late husband Eliahu there in 
the historic days prior to the es- 
tablishment of our State,” Begin 
recalled. 

“You helped our soldiers in the 
underground to carry out their 
tasks, which were so vital .not only 
for Tel Aviv, but for the entire na- 
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tion. Thirty-two years later we still 
recall the difficult, great days, in 
- which we were fortunate enought to 
witness the spring of liberty, for our 
people in Eretz Israel. 

"With respect and appreciation, 
M. Begin 

Kadishai also told The Poet that 
the old Alliance School on the 
border hetween Tel Aviv and Jaffa 
was often used as a "safe house" by 
Irgun men hiding from the British, 
Many weapons were cached there 
over the years. He said that for 
several months before the War of 
Independence, Arab snipers from 
Jaffa made the building unusable 
as a school. A. W. 

SAYINGS of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini on topics ranging from 
personal hygiene to world revolu- 
tion, and from clergy rule to 
propaganda systems, will be 
published In English in March, AP 
reports. 

Bantam Books in the U.S. will 
publish* an adaptation of the French 
bestseller which consists of ex- 
tracts from three books of 
Khomeini’s teachings, all of which 
were originally published in Per- 
sian. _ 

The tome, which has become 
known as "The Little Green Book,”, 
gives the philosophical underpin- 
nings of Khomeini's Islamic revolu- 
tion. Maxims Include instructions 
on how many prayers to say In case 
of an earthquake or eclipse and 
rules for finance and taxes. 

In one section, youth is exhorted 
to "stop turning toward science and 
Its laws which have led so many 
among you to neglect your major 
responsibilities. Come to the help of 
Islam. Save the Moslems.” 

Under the topic "Islam a a a 
Revolutionary Religion,” Khomeini 
wrote: "Holy war means the con- 
quest of all non-Moslem territories. 
Such a war may well be declared 
after the formation of an Islamic 
government worthy of that name, 
at the direction of the imam... 

"It will then be the duty of every 
able-bodied adult male to volunteer 
for this war of conquest, the final 
aim of which Is to put Koranic law 
in power from one end of the earth 
to the other.”

IN PRIMITIVE societies it can be 
dangerous to be the bearer of bad 
tidings. The runner bringing news 
of defeat faces death at the hands of 
the angry ruler. With the 
messenger out of the way, he con 
pretend that all Is well for a little 
longer. It is something of this kind 
that has now happened to Chief 
Rabbi Immanuel Jacobovits. 

Apparently no actual record of 
his meeting with the Israeli jour- 
nalists in London has been publish- 
ed. But "The Jewish Chronicle" of 
February 15 gives a verbatim ver- 
sion of his controversial remarks: 

"There are many who believe 
that an accommodation with the 
Arabs will never be found. I cannot 
and do not share this despair. If I' 
did not have absolute faith that at 
some time in the future, in 10, 15 or 
even 20 years, an understanding 
with the Arabs will eventually be 
reached, 1 would rather salvage 
what can be salvaged and we might 
as well liquidate the state, for it 
cannot forever prevail against 100 
million Arabs In a hostile world.” 

To the Palestinian Arabs, he 
would have Israel declare: “You 
can have the state with obvious ad- 
justments and guarantees, provid- 
ed you can prove first that for 10 
years you can live together with us 
in the fullest normal relationship." 

One does not have to admire the 
choice of words nor agree with the 
specific policies (I personally have 
always hoped for .some form of 
"Jordanian solution” to the West 
Bank problem) In order to unders- 
tand what Jacobovits Is saying. 

First, our country la In the midst 
of a harsh struggle for nothing less 
than survival. Second, It cannot 
survive forever against the joint 
might of the entire Arab world and 
must therefore make every effort to 
achieve peace where possible — in- 
cluding the eastern front Finally, 
there la no point In making empty ' 
treaties which do not contain built- 
in security arrangements (hence a 
10-year transition period, "ad- 
justments" and "guarantees"). 

Since the Chief Rabbi. spoke the 
Jerusalem Poet has carried a num- 
ber of articles which do not weigh the 
message but strike out at the 
messenger, as well as his own full 
exposition of the views summarized 
here (February 17). 


LABOUR PARTY chairman 
Shimon Peres has returned from a 
fortnight in Europe where he dis- 
cerned deepening anxiety about the 
possible renewal of the cold war 
between the superpowers. 

Feres addressed a number of' 
Joint Israel Appeal meetings in Bri- 
tain. where he also spoke with 
leaders of the Labour Party there 
and then flew to Vienna, for the 
leadership conference of the 
Socialist International, of which he 
Is vice-president. It proved to be an 
admirable sounding board of Euro- 
pean viewpoints, containing as it 
does prime ministers, past and pre- 
sent, of most major European coun- 
tries. The deteriorating inter- 
national situation has the 
Europeans worried and they 
believe things will deteriorate 
further. Their dilemma, Peres 
pointed out, was that they felt 
caught between a double threat of 
domination by the superpowers — 
the Soviet military threat and the 
U.S. economic challenge. 

One prime minister told him that 
true national independence hinged 
on the possession of sizeable 
natural resources (i.e. energy), a 
large market, money and 
technology. The big markets for 
goods are on other continents and 
they lacked resources so the money 
was being channelled to the oll- 
• producers — which left them with 
technology. Thus the latest Euro- 
pean formula to seek an arrange- 
ment with the Third World for a 
kind of bartering of resources and 
know-how. The Socialist formula 
was based on the North-South aids, 
rather than the East- West polariza- 
tion. 

The view on the Middle East from 
Europe was that the Israel-Arab 
conflict had been reduced In 
^significance, though as his friends 
'repeatedly told Peres, they were 
fearful that in such a tense world 
situation, the smouldering relations

IT IS ONLY natural that the sup- 
porters of the Greater Israel move- 
ment should be up in arms. But the 
reaction of middle-of-the-road com- 
mentators is less easily explained. 
What is it exactly that baa caused 
such outrage? It can hardly be the 
fear that here is a precedent tor in- 
terference in Israel’s affairs by 
Orthodox Jews abroad. 

After all, for. many years the 
Lubavitcher rebbe has been 
propounding the theory that there 
can be no withdrawal from an inch 
of Eretz YIsrael on which an Israeli 
soldier has stepped. And he has 
denounced with terrible wrath all 
who demur on this Issue. Then, of 
course, there la Meir Kahane, who 
not only runs a Greater Israel 
movement abroad, but has 
transported It hither, where it seeks 
to create the mayhem necessary to 
frighten away the Arab population. 

The annexationist forces do not 
hesitate to run huge ’adver- 
tisements in “The New York 
Times” and other leading 
American . papers. And Orthodox 
Jews such as Cyril Stein, of Lad- 
brook e’s have long given Gush 
Emunlm the financial backing 
needed to conduct its operations 
(often extra-legal) in the 
territories. 

So it Is not Diaspora intervention 
in Israeli affairs per se that has 
provoked this outraged response. 
Rather, it is the voice of reason 
Issuing from the Diaspora that is 
regarded as intolerable. In other 
words, correspondents opposed to 
Gush Emunlm nonetheless defend 
Its right to monopolize the plat- 
forms of Jewish Orthodoxy abroad. 
This is an extraordinary proposi- 
tion and Is based on a false gjyemlse. 

In contemplating concessions In 
exchange for real peace, 
Javobovits is necessarily voicing 
views which are closer than those of 
Levinger or Kahane to the stated 
positions of the PLO, the USSR and 
other forces violently hostile ta this 
country. He is therefore — so the 
line of thought goes — giving com- 
fort to our enemies. 

There might have been 
something to this argument if the 
"lunatic fringe" had remained the 
marginal factor it was until 1967. 
The Israel government could then. 


perhaps, h\ v e used the Greater 
Israel movement as a bargaining 
card. (“ Loo Kv what kind of people 
could replaceVis if we are pushed 
too hard.") Btt the “fringe" has 
long since movld to the centre and 
become a znajonforce in the Israeli 
■ political process! 

EVER SINCE Uevinger and his 
would-be settlers squatted at the 
Park Hotel in Hearon In 1968 (in 
defiance of army regulations), the 
Greater Israel movement has gone 
from strength to strength — not in 
public r support but InVta ability to 
influence and manipulate political 
decision-making. \ 

We have reached the stage where 
a large number of government 
ministers publicly suppri$ Gush 
Emunlm and either opposed the 
peace treaty (Hurwltz and Shamir, 
the foreign minister designate) or 
else interpret It in such a way as to 
render It inoperable (Sharon, 
Hammer) . - 

Those middle-of-the-road 
politicians (Allon, Peres, Golda 
Meir) who flirted with the Greater 
Israel movement, investing huge 
sums of money in its settlements 
and towns, have built a Golem 
which is now turning against its 
creators. 

Could anything give greater com- 
fort to the PLO and all enemies of 
Israel than, for example, the well- 
publicized parades of the Klryat 
Arba populace through the empty 
streets of Hebron during the week- 
long curfew? Is not Irrationality on 
such a scale, if left unchecked, 
bound to bring terrible retribution 
on all of us? 

LET THERE BE no mistake about 
it: the most fundamental principles 
of Zionism as it developed from 
Pinsker and Lilienbhun through 
Welzm’ann to Ben-Gurlon are 
denied by Rabbi Levinger.

And throughout, the Gush has hj - "• 
its flanks protected by modera 
secularists who argue that, on 
contrary, a people In sut^.T-, . 
desperate straits cannot afford ' 
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between Israel and the Arab states 
might lead to an intemational flare- 
up. The Persian Gulf, they said, had 
become the focus of tension and ap- 
parently of Soviet strategy. Many 
Europeans wondered whether the 
confrontation between the U.S. and 
the Soviets was not a function of a 
sense of weakness on either side. 
Some European leaders suggested 
that the Gulf had become a focus of 
concern because it lay beyond the 
parameters of spheres of influence 
set by Roosevelt and Stalin at 
Yalta. . 

Peres noted "the paradox of our 
times" was that the Russians, 62 
years after the October Revolution, 
experienced grain shortages 
despite their vast bread-basket of 
farm land, indicating the failure of 
Communism as an economic 
system. On the other hand, the 
Americans have suddenly awaken- 
ed to the reality that they do not 
have a credible military force. The 
volunteer army system had not 
worked. Thus a weak U.S. military 
power faces a feeble Russian 
cTconomlc . system, with the 
Americans talking about protecting 
their natural resources In the Gulf, 
but not quite knowing how to do it. 
The Russians are growing in- 
creasingly jumpy over the ascen- 
dant threat of China on their Asian 
flank. 

PERES SAID that he had been told 
at the Socialist summit of informa- 
tion reaching Europe that India un- 


der Indira Gandhi had ambitions to 
gobble up Pakistan. For that reason 
New Delhi was in cahoots with 
Moscow. "We are seeing a repeti- 
tion of the 1971 situation described 
in Kissinger's memoirs when In- 
dira Gandhi caused the eastern 
part of Pakistan to split off into 
Bangladesh," Peres noted. 

The Europeans were, panic- 
stricken lest detente be destroyed 
altogether and fearful over what 
the new situation might mean for 
Yugoslavia with Tito no longer at 
the helm, the Labour Party 
chairman, related. A new spurt in 
the arms race, imposing a heavy 
burden on their troubled economies 
also worried them. The annual 
arms bill for the world in 1980 was 
expected to be 8600 billion, or about 
82 billion on weapons each day! 
Only 20 per cent of that amount, 
could help underdeveloped lands to' 
tackle their food and educational 
problems and change the world 
situation. 

The Socialist leadership bad, 
while condemning Soviet aggres- 
sion in Afghanistan, appealed for 
maximum efforts to save detente. 
Was there a mood of appeasement 
towards the Russians? That, Peres 
said, was a matter of geography. 
While Britain's James Callaghan 
was strongest In condemning 
Russia and in advocating support of 
the American position, Sweden's 
Olav Palme opted for a firmly 
neutralist stance. 

One problem exercising the Euro- 


pean leaders was how to assess the 
real policy-making process in 
Moscow. It was not clear who was 
making the real decisions in the 
Kremlin. It was thought that the 
army had initiated the invasion of 
Afghanistan while the KGB decided 
on the exile of Sakharov. 

WHAT WOULD a renewed cold war 
mean for Israel? His Socialist 
colleagues spoke with new respect 
of and interest In the Moslem coun- 
tries facing up to the Russian threat 
and in Khomeinism. The Islamabad 
conference had been seen in foe 
context or a realignment of forces 
against Soviet expansionism and 
the threat emanating from Qom. 
Here Peres noted with irony how hi 
Europe they have appended a new 
expedient description to 
Khomeinism, calling it "fundamen- 
talism" to soften the implication of 
the clock being turned back to the 
Middle Ages. Some Socialist 
leaders who recently visited Arab 
capitals, including Riyadh, spoke of 
Arab readiness to achieve a 
peaceful solution to the Middle East 
conflict, and appealed to Israel to 
respond, especially with con- 
cessions on foe Palestinian issue. 
"It was my Impression that they 
wished to solve their troubles by 
paying with Israeli currency,” 
Peres said In a sardonic tone. 

And the PLO came up in his con- 
versations. He had pointed to foe 
growing internal rifts In that
